Applicant's arguments, filed April 1 1 , 2007, with respect to the 35 U.S.C. §1 03(a) 
rejection of claims 3 and 5 of the instant application have been fully considered and are 
persuasive.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance is that the primary art of record fails to 
disclose or reasonably suggest having a method for press-molding a glass 
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optical element wherein a displacement is detected of a part of a structure 
member comprising a first die, and proceedingly calculating a correction value for 
a moving distance of a second die based upon the detected displacement of the 
structure member comprising the first die by a controller and then controlling the 
driving means so that the second die only moves relative to a correction a value 
corresponding to the detected displacement from above. 

The prior art further fails to suggest detecting the temperature with a detecting 
means of the part of the structure member having a fixed first die, and 
proceedingly obtaining a correction value for a moving distance of the second die 
based on the data (ie detected temperature values and stored displacement 
values) that is stored in the memory of the controller for displacing the second die 
and, further, controlling the driving means to move the second die in accordance 
with the data. 

2. It is considered that any reconstruction of the prior art would not be obvious to 
meet the distinguishable limitations of the instant application. Similar art is of record, 
however, does not precede the instant priority date.
